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INTRODUCTION  AND  TERMS. 


For  a  number  of  years  my  hobby  has  been  the  col¬ 
lecting  and  growing  of  irises,  and  I  have  found  it  a 
delightful  and  inspiring  diversion.  My  enthusiastic 
interest  in  these  beautiful  flowers  has  resulted  in  the 
assembling  of  quite  a  representative  collection  which 
embraces  a  considerable  number  of  the  most  worthy 
of  the  standard  varieties  and  an  appreciable  number 
of  the  new  introductions  of  demonstrated  merit.  It 
has  neither  been  my  desire  nor  intention  to  even  at¬ 
tempt  to  keep  abreast  of  the  deluge  of  novelties  with 
which  the  iris  field  is  being  flooded  annually,  for  I 
have  had  neither  the  time  nor  space  required  to  con¬ 
duct  trial  gardens.  I  have  been  content,  therefore, 
to  add  to  my  collection  only  such  new  varieties  as 
have  been  definitely  accepted  as  improvements.  Of 
many  of  these  I  have  accumulated,  through  natural 
increase,  a  sufficient  surplus  to  enable  me  to  offer  them 
for  sale,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  modest  catalogue 
to  place  them  at  your  disposal  at  prices  consistent 
with  the  present  economic  conditions. 

ORDERS  will  receive  my  personal  attention;  will 
be  filled  as  I  would  like  to  have  my  own  filled,  and  in 
regular  sequence,  unless  shipment  on  some  specific 
date  is  requested.  All  irises  do  not  produce  rhizomes 
of  equal  size,  but  I  will  send  good,  blooming  size 
rhizomes  for  each  variety.  Order  early,  as  the  stock 
of  some  varieties  is  limited.  All  plants  are  offered 
subject  to  being  in  stock  and  unsold  upon  receipt  of 
order.  Substitutions  will  not  be  made  unless  re¬ 
quested,  but  if  authorized,  as  good  or  better  varieties 
will  be  sent  in  lieu  of  those  sold  out.  Second  choices 
will  receive  consideration.  Keep  a  copy  of  your 
order. 

SHIPMENTS  of  bearded  irises  will  begin  about 
June  15th;  of  beardless  irises  about  September  1st, 
and  will  continue  until  the  ground  freezes.  The  for¬ 
mer  are  best  transplanted  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  blooming  season,  because  of  the  greater  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  becoming  established  before  cold  weather, 
whereas  the  latter  do  better  if  transplanted  in  the 
fall. 

TRANSPORTATION  charges  will  be  PREPAID  to 
your  door,  by  parcel  post  or  express  (whichever  is 
deemed  most  expedient),  on  all  orders  of  $1.00  or 
over.  On  orders  of  a  lesser  amount,  15c  extra  for 
postage  and  packing.  Be  sure  to  state  your  express 
address,  if  different  from  postal  address.  Every 
possible  precaution  will  be  taken  to  insure  safe  de¬ 
livery. 

GUARANTEE  can  not  be  given  as  to  the  future 
conduct  of  plants  grown  in  your  garden  under  condi¬ 
tions  beyond  my  control,  but  it  is  given  that  plants 
true  to  name,  healthy,  and  free  from  insect  pests,  will 
reach  you  in  good  condition.  Any  found  otherwise 
may  be  returned  at  once,  and  replacement  will  cheer¬ 
fully  be  made.  My  satisfaction  depends  upon  yours. 

TERMS:  Cash  with  order,  please,  by  check,  draft, 
or  money  order.  Do  not  enclose  money  in  a  letter, 
as  it  may  be  lost.  Twenty-five  per  cent  will  hold  un¬ 
til  shipping  date.

DWARF  BEARDED  IRISES 


The  Dwarf  varieties,  most  of  which  are  under  12 
inches  in  height,  are  the  earliest  bloomers.  Gay  in 
color  and  remarkable  for  their  ability  to  resist 
drought,  they  make  pleasing  ornamental  clumps  in 
the  rockery  as  well  as  in  the  front  of  the  border.  In 
the  following  descriptions,  S  signifies  the  “standards” 
or  upright  petals,  and  F.  signifies  the  “falls”  or 
drooping  petals.

The  Intermediate  varieties  range  from  18  to  28 
inches  in  height,  and  their  blooming  period  follows 
that  of  the  Dwarfs  and  spans  the  two  weeks’  interval 
between  them  and  the  Tall  Bearded  varieties.  Only 
the  early  bloomers  are  listed  here,  the  remaining  few 
being  listed  with  the  later  blooming  group.

(And  Late  Intermediates) 

This  group,  which  comprises  the  great  bulk  of  the 
Pogoniris  varieties,  should  be  too  well  known,  it  would 
seem,  to  require  any  introduction.  It  is  obvious, 
nevertheless,  that  not  all  home-owners  are  aware  of 
the  possibilities  afforded  by  it  for  the  beautification 
of  their  home  grounds.  Their  ease  of  culture,  hardi¬ 
ness,  adaptability,  brilliancy  and  diversity  of  colors, 
and  stately  charm,  should  commend  these  plants  to 
the  attention  of  all  who  appreciate  beautiful  flowers. 
Their  blooming  season  closely  follows  that  of  the 
Intermediates,  and  in  my  garden  extends  from  about 
the  second  week  in  May  to  the  second  week  in  June.

The  plants  of  this  particularly  showy  group  are 
valuable  adjuncts  to  any  garden,  especially  to  one 
containing  other  types  of  irises,  as  their  later  bloom¬ 
ing  extends  the  iris  season  for  a  considerable  period.

The  species  and  varieties  which  are  expediently 
listed  here,  while  of  widely  different  origin  and  char¬ 
acter,  all  respond  more  or  less  readily  to  the  treat¬ 
ment  prescribed  under  cultural  directions,  and  all  can 
be  recommended  as  excellent  garden  subjects. 

Dorothea  K.  Williamson.  A  large,  rich,  velvety  roy¬ 
al-purple  flower.  Prefers  a  moist  spot . $  .35 

Fulvala.  Reddish-purple  and  larger,  otherwise  sim¬ 
ilar  to  the  above.

SIBERIAN  IRISES 


The  plants  of  this  group  are  of  the  easiest  culture 
and  are  prodigious  bloomers.  Growing  above  the 
water  line  of  brook  or  pond,  their  grass-like  foliage 
and  airy  blooms  borne  on  long  tubular  stems  form 
charming  ornamental  clumps,  although  they  grace 
with  equal  elegance  any  spot  of  the  garden  that  is 
so  fortunate  as  to  possess  them.  Once  established, 
they  take  care  of  themselves  most  gratefully. 

Acuta.  A  scarce  little  azure  dwarf  with  ruffled  falls. 

Fine  for  the  rockery  . $1.25 

Baxteri.  S.  deep  violet-purple;  F.  white,  veined  vio¬ 
let.  A  dainty,  profuse  bloomer . 35

CULTURAL  AND  PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 

FOR  IRISES 

Bearded  and  Miscellaneous  Bearded  Sections. 

Give  these  the  sunniest  location  possible,  as  they 
thrive  best  in  full  sunshine  and  flower  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  received.  Avoid  full  shade  and  too 
close  proximity  to  tight  board  fences  and  walls. 

A  dry  situation  is  beneficial;  good  drainage  is  es¬ 
sential.  If  necessary  to  insure  these  conditions,  raise 
the  beds  a  few  inches  above  the  surrounding  ground, 
rounding  off  the  edges  to  shed  the  water. 

Any  good  garden  soil  is  suitable.  Excessive  rich¬ 
ness  tends  to  produce  rank  growth  and  fewer  flowers. 
If  the  soil  is  poor,  use  bone  meal — the  safest  fertilizer. 
A  small  handful  worked  into  three  or  four  square  feet 
at  the  time  of  planting,  and  again  each  fall,  should 
suffice.  Never  use  fresh  manures,  leaf  mold  or  peat 
moss.  An  occasional  small  application  of  powdered 
lime  or  pulverized  old  mortar  is  beneficial,  particu¬ 
larly  if  the  soil  is  acid. 

As  these  plants  are  very  drought-resistant,  no  con¬ 
cern  need  be  felt  if  the  roots  appear  dry  upon  arrival. 
They  should,  however,  be  planted  as  soon  as  possible. 
Set  plants  with  the  top  of  rhizomes  (the  fleshy  root¬ 
stocks)  level  with  the  surface  of  the  soil;  spread  out 
the  fibrous  roots  fanlike,  and  press  the  soil  firmly 
about  them.  If  the  season  is  very  dry,  water  not 
oftener  than  every  two  weeks  until  they  show  vigor¬ 
ous  growth.  Keep  the  surface  of  the  soil  pulverized 
and  free  from  grass  and  weeds  by  frequent  but  shal¬ 
low  cultivation.  Keep  the  rhizomes  free  of  decaying 
vegetation.  Thin  out  every  three  to  five  years,  if  the 
clumps  become  crowded.

Japanese,  Siberian,  Spurias, 
and  Various  Types  and  Species 


These  also  do  best  in  full  sunshine,  although  they 
are  somewhat  more  tolerant  of  shade  than  the  first 
group.  In  all  other  respects,  however,  the  require¬ 
ments  are  exactly  opposite  to  those  indicated  for  the 
Bearded  Irises. 

They  thrive  best  in  a  moist  but  well  drained  loca¬ 
tion,  and  in  soil  that  contains  a  considerable  amount 
of  compost,  leaf  mold,  well  decayed  manure,  peat 
moss,  or  other  humus-producing  materials.  Lime 
and  bone  meal,  however,  are  injurious  and  must  not 
be  used.  They  may  be  watered  with  impunity,  and, 
in  the  case  of  the  Japanese,  with  considerable  recom¬ 
pense,  if  done  prior  to  the  blooming  season. 

They  should  be  planted  with  the  crown  two  inches 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Late  northern 
plantings  should  be  given  a  mulch  of  some  light  ma¬ 
terial  (not  leaves)  until  early  spring. 


LILLY-OF-THE- VALLEY 


Convallaria  Majalis  (Lily-of-the-valley).  Small, 
white,  bell-shaped  flowers  on  drooping  stems.  Six 
inches.  Fine  for  the  rockery.  Small  clumps.... $  .50
